Dr. John Spence (50), Edinburgh, 
as a result of X-ray experiments, sus 
tained serious damages to both hands, 
necessitating amputation of the right 
forearm. Dr. Spence was among the 
firat in Scotland to take up research 
work of X-ray and medical electricity. 
Although he well knew the risk. he 
ran, and while still suffeNng from 
dermatitis, Dr. Spence continued lis 
valuable and herole work for thé bene 
fit of sufferfng humanity. We fs still 
carrying on his work as radiologists 
at Leith Hospital,and Craigleith Hos 
pital, Edinburgh.

STOP SEED TESTING 
AT SCHULOLS 
No further seed testing for farmers 


will be carried on at tie Schools of} 


Agriculture in the Province, according 
to an announcement from the De- 
par’ment of Agriculture by Hon, Geo. 
Hoadley, It is also announced by 
Dean Howes of the Agricultural Col- 
lege at the University, that no more 
séed test ng for farmers will be done 
‘here. For some time it has been the 
custom to test samples of seed sent in 
by farmers at the Schools. of Agricul. 
ture and at the Colles, bu’ these seed 
testings had no official status, since 
the Dominion Government maintains a 
large and compe'ent staff at its Cal- 
gary branch for the pur_ose of provid- 
ing officia lheed testing. It has been 
docided therefore, that there shall be 
no further duplication of ‘his work by 
the Schools or College of Agriculture. 
Samples of seed should be sent by 
farmers to the Dominion Seed Branch 
at Calgary. shies

VALUE OF PRODUCES 
IN 1922 


Alberta produced in 1922 ten mil- 
lion collars’ worth more in products of 
the land and livestock than in 1921, 
according to annual s‘atistices which 
aave been compiled by the Publicity 
Bureau of the Provincial Depa.tment 
of Agriculture, in co-operation with 
he Dominion Bureau of Statisties. 
Products of the land in 1921, including 
value of livehtock slaughtered and 
sold, totalled $137,455,000, and the 
estimate of “his year’s value of produc 
tion is plaied at $147,336,000. 

The increase comes chiefly in the 
iarger quantity of grain in the prov- 
ince this year, and in "he substantial 
aicrease in dairy products. The quan- 
tity of wheat produced shows an _in- 
crease of about ten million bushels, al- 
tnough the average per acre is lower 
‘han last year, ‘he aveiage price for 
wheat is slightly hgher this year than 
last year,

Immigration And Settlement 
— 

Prominent Canadians recently returned home from visits to Great Britain 
have been giving public expression to their views on the subject of immigra- 
tion to Canada, and one and all have referred to the opportunity which now 
presents itself to Canada of obtaining thousapds of the very best type of 
British emigrants if only the right policy is adopted by this country and an 

energetic effort put forth to direct the steps of these people Canada ward, 
it is universally agreed that some hundreds of thousands of people in the 
“Dritish Isles must migrate annually, and that Canada can obtain thé best of 
these people if they are gone after and looked for In the right way. -At the 
present time, however, the eyes of the majority of these intending British emt- 
grants are turned towards Australia and New Zealafid, rather than towards 
Canada, and it is reported that considerable amazement prevails in England 
and Scotland that Canada should be neglecting such an opportunity of obtain- 
ing good setilers when, admittedly, this Dominion is so badly in need of 

population. 


Probably the Federal Government is working out a new and comprehen 
sire immigration policy. At least it is to be hoped so. But in the mean- 
time Canada is losing tens of thousands of new settlers which might be ob- 
tained, and it must be realized that every British immigrant to Australia or 
New Zealand becomes an additional inducement for others to go there «and 
join friends and relatives rather than come to Canada, just as every one com- 
ing here is apt to influence someone else-to come. 

We have adyanetd the argument that, so, far as the Canada ‘Colonization 
Association is concerned, it cannot do better work at the present time than 
to immediately apply its declared policy of “assisting settlers to make good” 
to tliose already in this country wlio are located on land unsuitable for suc 
cessful agriculture, and actively interest itself in the removal of these farm 
ers.to other and more. suitable locations. We adhere to, thal view, and like-{ 
wise approve the decision of the Government to grant extra“homesteads to | 
men who find they cannot make a success of their present holdings. 

But while this work of relocation is being proceeded with, the Govern- 
ment should not neglect the opportunity which is now theirs of encouraging 
the right type of British emigrants to choose Canada in preference to any | 
and all other countries, Nevertheless, the almost universal opinion seems 10 
be that this opportunity is not being grasped as it ought to be. y 

Greater care must, however, be exercised in future in the location of im- 
migrants on the land. In the past, with millions of aghes of arable lands 
conveniently near to existing lines of railway, immigrants were located in 
colonies long distances from means of ‘transportation with the result that they 
have been, and still are, unable to make a success of farming because of the 
prohibitive cost of getting their crops to market. Tey find it useless to 
raise large crops because the cost of hauling their products to market is) 
greater than the price. that can be realized. These settlers. may not face) 

_ starvation, because the land will produce their own food, but they lack ready 
nioney and are making no progress, 

Such settlers are not active agents in adding to the volume of traffic so} 
sorely needed by our National Railways in order to make that gystem a finan- 
cial suecess, Yét if they had been located nearer those railways, both they | 
themselves and the railways would have benefitted and prospered. This is 
a lesson which should not be lost on our immigration authorities in connec 
tion with all future settlement. / 

Apart from the excessive cost of getting’ their crops to market, these 

* farmers in isolated districts have to pay exorbitant prices for ail needed sup 
plies, and when it comes to threshing time the cost of securing the services-ot | 
outfits also operates to destroy profits and to render the cultivation of in- 
creased acreages impossible, | 

In connection wit the relocation of present settlers, as wef as the loca- 
tion of inconring settlers, every effort should be put forth to populate the 
Sacant lands now reasonably near existing lines of railway.

Fewer Horses In Ontario 


Industry Dectines In East, But Is On 
Increase In West 

While the number of Jorses in all 
Canada has considerably increased in 
seven year's, there has been a start- 
ling decline in Ontario. ‘In all Can- 
‘ada, according to Federal statistics, 
in 1921 there were 3,818,000 horses, as 
compared: with 904,000 eight years ago. 
As an offset to the decrease in On 
tario, there has been a very large 
increase in the prairie 
Manitoba, -Saskatchewan and 
berta greatly augmented 
number of horses in use, Saskatche 
wan nearly doubling. 

The reason_given for the decline in 
Ontario is the gener! use being made 
of™tractors in the places of 
On the other hand, while the mainten 
ance of horses in winter ts an expen 
sive affair in Ontario, il is a compara 
tively small concern in Western Can 
ada.
